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VACCINATION AND INOCULATION CERTIFICATES 


Under existing regulations, all persons leaving East Africa 
are required to possess valid international certificates of immu- 
nity from Smallpox and Yellow Fever, a yellow fever certificate 
is also required for passengers from Kenya and Uganda to Tan- 
ganyika Territory by Lake Steamer. 

Smallpox Certificates become valid 14 days after successful 
vaccination and remain so for three years in all countries except 
the Sudan, where they are only valid for two years. 

Yellow Fever Certificates become valid 10 days after inocula- 
tion in all countries except Egypt and the Belgian Congo, where 
the relevant period is 15 days, and remain valid for four years in 
all countries. 

Inoculation against Yellow Fever is not a condition of entry 
into Kenya. Care should be taken to see that the inoculation 
certificate shows the same name as that on the passenger’s pass- 


port.

Availability and Break of Journey:— 
Tickets are not transferable. 
Ordinary single tickets and the outward portions of ordinary 
return tickets are available as follows:— 
For JOURNEYS UP TO 25 Mixzs: for the completion of a 
continuous journey commenced on the date shown thereon. 
Break of journey is not allowed. 
For JourRNEYS or 26 MILES AND Over: for 21 days 
including the day of issue. ‘The journey must be commenced 
on the day for which the ticket is issued. Break of journey is 
permitted within the period of availability of the ticket. 
The return portions of ordinary return tickets are available 
for six calendar months. Break of journey is permitted within 
the period of availability of the ticket. 

Passengers holding single or return concession tickets are 
permitted to break their journey in either direction except where 
the conditions of issue stipulate otherwise. 


Fares:— 
First and Second class ordinary return fares are calculated at

Children under three years of age travelling in the care of 
other passengers are conveyed free.

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TANGANYIKA SECTION 
Ordinary single journey tickets and the outward halves of

Luggage may be booked in advance by goods and passenger 
train on payment of the normal charges. The usual free allow- 
ances will be granted. 


In the case of luggage conveyed on the Road Services (‘Tan- 
_ganyika Section) only one small case or food basket may be carried 
- with the passenger. ALL other packages, except those which 
have previously been booked and carried in the Guard’s van, 
must be handed over to the Station or Road Depot staff for 
separate booking over the Road Service, and a receipt obtained. 


Delivery of luggage will only be effected at destination, or at 
transfer point between Rail and Road Services, on production of 
the appropriate receipt.

Such property will be delivered to the claimant only on production 
of evidence which is satisfactory to the Administration that he or 
she is the rightful owner or person entitled to possession of such 
property and, if such loss is due to the owner’s carelessness, on 
payment of such charges as would have been levied thereon had 
the property been deposited in a cloakroom with Railway charges, 
if any, incurred in forwarding to and from the Lost Property 
Office to be there warehoused for the owner or other person 
entitled thereto. If the loss is due to the default of Railway 
servants, no charge will be requested beyond any original freight 
charge which may be due on such property. If not claimed and 
removed within six months, the property will be considered as 
abandoned and may be sold by the Administration.

THE MURCHISON FALLS 


The motor launch ‘‘“MurcuHIson,”’ a diesel-engined 64 ft. craft 
with cabin accommodation for eight passengers, is available for 
hire on Lake Albert to parties of not more than eight persons 
wishing to visit the Murchison Falls. If it is desired to visit other 
places, the full itinerary must be stated at the time the vessel 
is hired. 


2. ‘The vessel is normally anchored at Butiaba, the Adminis- 
tration’s Marme Headquarters on Lake Albert, from which point 
the return trip ot 130 miles to the Falls can be made comfortably 
within twenty-four hours. The most satisfactory arrangement 
is to hire the vessel from 2000 hrs. to 2000 hrs. which allows 
approximately three hours at the Falls before midday. 


3. A game scout is provided to guide and protect passen- 
gers visiting the Murchison Falls, but the Administration does 
nt accept responsibility for the safety of passengers whilst 
ashore. 
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4. With effect from Ist September, 1949, the hire charges 
are:— 


For parties not exceeding four passengers:— 

Sh. 400 for the first twenty-four consecutive hours or 
part thereof. 

Sh. 100 for each succeeding six consecutive hours or part 
thereof. 

For each additional passenger up to eight: Sh. 80. For the 
first twenty-four consecutive hours or part thereof: Sh. 20 for 
each succeeding six consecutive hours or part thereof. 

Charges for trips other than to the Murchison Falls will be 
quoted on application. Applications for bookings should give 
the longest notice possible. Provisional bookings cannot be 
accepted. 

Private servants are not permitted to accompany passengers. 

The hire charges include the provision of bedding, linen and 
towels, but exclude catering. Catering will be provided if required 
on payment of extra charges. At least Forty-EicHT Hours 
NoricE should be given. 

No deviation from the direct route is permissible.
